NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, devoted today to a tour 
that embraced Allegheny, Chautauqua 
and Cattaraugus, and in the course 
of which he addressed assemblages at 
thirteen towns. 

Superintendent McCullagh of the 
Metropolitan election district forces, 
professes to have information of a 
great deal of illegal registration, and 
a number of arrests were made yester- 
terday and today of persons accused 
of violating the law in that regard. 
On the other hand the police declare 
that there is no basis, in fact, for 
Superintendent McCullagh’s outgivings, 
and that trouble will ‘arise in 


of the State deputies. 

Congressman Odell left Republican 
headquarters early in the day for his 
home in Newburg, where he will vote 
tomorrow. His latest prediction was 
that Col. Roosevelt would have a 
plurality of 50,000 in .the State. 


‘At Democratic headquarters State 
Senator McCarren said he was confi- 
dent of Van Wyck’'s election by a plur- 
ality anywhere from 25,000 to 50,000. 

The betting on the State ticket is 
of so uncertain a nature thar it is 
difficult to distinguish between the reai 
and the fictitious. It was said in ‘the 
street’’ during the afternoon, that some 
$20,000 had been brought there by a 
Democrat to bet at 8 to 19 on Van 
Wyck, and that an hour was required 
to place half of the sum. 

In Democratic quarters it was alleged 
that the betting was even money, and 
8 to 10 on Van Wyck, while at places 
where Republicans were mostly in evi- 
dence it was given out that money had 
been put up all the way from 19 to 8 
and 2 to 1 on Roosevelt. . 

* CHANGE IN BETTING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The last day 
before election marked a4 wonderful 
change in the betting on the guberna- 
torial race, and the odds of 10 to 8 
on Van Wyck which had prevailed for 
several days, began to wobble early 
in the morning under a pressure of Re- 
publican money, until by noon even 
money was offered by Col. Roosevelt's 
supvorters and almost went begging. 
In the afternoon the odds switched 
over to the Republican candidate, and 
10 to 8. and in some instances-2 to 1, 
was offered on his chances to win. A 
g°od amountof this money found takers, 
but there seemed to be a surplus of 
Republican money on the market, and 
much of it went uncared for. 

The first attack on the Democratic 
odds began in Wall street in the morn- 
ing, and bets aggregating $50,000 were 
made in an hour’s time, most of it 
being at slight odds on Van Wyck 
and at even money, when, however, the 
. Republican roll made its appearance, 
with the “commission layers’ at the 
Hoffman House and the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, the Democratic bettors demanded 
odds which were cheerfully given. 

About noon C. H. Dewitt went into 
Wall street with $26,000, 


| fered at 8 to 10 on Van Wyck. Some of 


it was taken, but the names of the 
bettors were not made public. One bet 
of $5000 to $4500 in favor of Roosevelt 
is sald to have been made in Wal! 
street, and Washington Seligman laid

kers. Bell & Co., who have been plac- 
ing a.number of bets in favor of the

and «$1600 against $2000. They claim 
they could have placed $50,000 more if 
they had it.

People who call at the White House 
to pay their respects to the President 
do not remain with the Chief Executive 
an hours’ time, for he is a very busy 
man and cannot waste time that way 


during “‘rush” hours. Pretty soon after 


his visit, Huntington started. for the 
railroad station, where he boarded the 
4-o’clock train for New York, and then 
people began trying to guess what he 
was here for. Most of them guessed 
that he had two errands with the Pres- 
ident. and that one of them referred to 
the coming action by the government 
on the debt of the Central Pacific road, 
and the other had reference to Nica- 
rauguan Canal affairs. 

A few days ago Huntington’s New 
York agent, James Speyer of Speyer & 
Co., came to Washington and had a 
talk with Secretaries Gage and Bliss 
and Atty.-Gen. Griggs, who form the 
committee which will make a report 
to Congress on what shall be done by 


the government in the matter of the 


Central Pacific debt. After Speyer’s 
visit, it was extensively noised about

Makes Off:cials More  Deter- 


mined to Take the Islands.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—A dispaten to 
the Herald from Washington says 
Spain’s exhaustive argument against 
the cession of the Philippines to the 
United States has the result of mak-

mined to take the islands. - Instruc- 
tions sent to Mr. Day, chairman of 


the American commission, will re- 
quire him and his colleagues to renew 
their demand for the cession of the 
group to the United States, and they 
will contain in their offér the first 
money payment for the islands. 

It is understood the President will 
consult tomorrow with some of his ad- 
visers concerning the amount to be 
named in the American. communica- 
tion, but the sumto be paid will not 
under any consideration exceed the 
aggregate of the debts contracted by 
the Spanish government for improve- 
ments in the Philippines. All military 
debts and debts contracted in the 
name of other islands, such as Cuba, 
will be barred, and the Spanish com- 
missioners will be informed that they 
must recognize this fact as promptly 
as possible. 

Secretary Hay has received a full 
statement of the contents of the Span- 
ish note. Its character was just what 
the officials expected—without any new 
arguments of importance. 

Sefi Rios and his colleagues call at- 
tention to the action of the govern- 
ment in delivering a note through M. 
Cambon, the French Ambassador, to 
President McKinley, which sets forth 
the understanding of the Spanish zov- 
ernment, that in agreeing to the pro- 
tocol, its sovereignty over the Phil- 
ippines would not be affected. 

It is also claimed by the Spanish 
commissioners that this consideration 
was assented to by President McKin- 
ley. As a matter of fact, the note 
had been delivered, but the President 
had declined to handle it, either in 
writing or verbally, to M. Cambon. 
The Spanish commissioners have de- 
clared, it is said, that instead of 
the United States acquiring the Phil- 
ippines, this government should pay 
their government an indemnity for an 
attack on Manila after the peace pro- 
tocol had been signed. and for the 
damage consequently done. 

Rear-Admiral Dewey’s victory in 
Manila Bay was unimportant, and the 
possession of Cavite during the war 
was not such as to give the Americans, 
the Spaniards declare, control of the 
islands. and it is claimed, and the 
claim is fortified by argument and 
many legal precedents, that the Amer- 
ican government has no right to de- 
wnand the cession of the entire group 
of 1400 islands, when it held only such 
a small bit of territory as that at Ca- 
vite and controlled the bay of Manila. 

All during the war Spanish troops 
were stationed on other islands and 
were not molested. The Spaniards in- 
dicated their willingness, however, to 
sell the islands and the authorities 
have no apprehension now that ;any 
rupture will occur unless it be over 
the amount to be paid. : 

After the Philippine question has 
been disposed of, the commissioners 
will consider the determination of 
claims which have been (filed by 
Americans against Spain and by Span- 
jiards against the United States. It 
was thought that this government 
would bind itself to satisfy all Ameri- 
can claims in consideration of the ter- 
ritory ceded to the United States, but 
this statement is incorrect. The Span- 
ish commissioners have a heavy claim 
for filibustering against the United 
States to offset the claims filed by 
Americans for personal and property 
iniuries. and the question of their dis- 
position will have to be decided.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says no one, 
even in the most ‘“‘no-surrender” press, 
blames the government acrimoniousby 
for not having dragged the country 
into a policy of dangerous adventure 
on a subject which has never for a sin- 
gle moment taken hold of public opin- 
ion in Aalto Among most moderate 
men there is a feeling that England 
has been lacking in prudence and ser 
haps in foresight in not considering 
the amour propre of her neighbors, as 
she easily might have done. ~ 

It is remarked that Lord Salisbury, 
in his speech, while admitting the dis- 
appearance of the direct cause of the 
acute dispute, seemed to open a’ door 
somewhat complaisantly to numerous 
disputes which may arise between Eng- 
land and France. From these words it 
is implied that other questions which 
diplomacy is’ endéavoring to discon- 
nect from that of Fashoda wil be 
shortly brought up for discussion, and 
it was in order to influence these set- 
tlements which England is disposed 
to hasten that she decided ta make 
such an imposing and blustering 
demonstration as a maritime power. 

Uneasiness as to the future—if not 
the immediate at least not far distant 
—is not therefore quite dissinated in 
circles where an endeavor is made to 
foresee most distant consequences of 
the recent incidents. This feeling is 
reflected by the somewhat fantastical 
formula of a diplkmatist when alluding 
to the events of the war between 
Spain and the United States. 

“It seems to have created a new style 
of mind among Anglo-Saxons. Great 
Britain, who, according to her national 
song, ‘Rules the waves,’ is unknowingly 
uncomfortable at seeing the record of 
her naval victories beaten, even by ‘a 
friendly power.”’

DHOKHOBORTSI REFUGEES. 


Work Progresses Toward Establish- 
ing Colonies on This Continent. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING: REPORT} 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Miss Jane Ad 
of Hull House, Chicago, has accepted 
a place on the committee to bring 
members of the Russian sect of Dhok- 
hoborsti to this country and to Canada 
to establish colonies. Her interest in 
the movement which has monopolized 
the time and energy of Count Tolstoi 
during the last five years, assufthed 
definite form about eight months ago. 
It was when the admirers of Tolstoi 
the world over were planning to cele- 
brate his birthday, and he asked them 
rather to add their influence and con- 
tributions to the movement in behalf of 
the persecuted sect in the faraway 
country. Since that time, Miss Adams 
has been raising money in this city 
for the general fund. The Dhokho- 
bortsi are a sect similar to the Quak- 
ers—opposed to war and fighting. Be- 
cause of their religious beliefs they 
have, it is said, suffered persecutions, 
have been forced into the army, com- 
pelled to march and walk continually 
until they died from exhaustion or 
exposure.

The authorities consider that it adds 
another element of opposition to prompt 
action on the pending Morgan Bill 
which contemplates the construction of 
the canal under ,government direction 
on the basis of concessions granted the 
Maritime Canal Company. The Mor- 
gan Bill in all of its essential features 
is understood to have the indorsement 
of the administration. 

It is supposed the new company will

firemen of the city department and of. 
the shops, the flames were cut off at 
the boiler-rooms, and that. portion of 
the shops was saved. Had the flames 
entered the boiler-room the fire would 
have been far more serious than it was, 
as it would have meant the closing 
down of every department because of 
the lack of power. 

There was such a heavy demand for 
cars that the shops would have been 
kept running to their full capacity 
Of a necessity the 
car work must be stopped. This will 
cause the idleness of painters, up- 
holsterers, planing-mill hands and iron 
workers. There will also be a@ partial 
lay-off of men now working in the 
foundry. 

Superintendent Small said he _pre- 
sumed that the buildings would be 
erected again, but that was a matter 
which would have to be considered by 
the railroad authorities. If the build- 
ing were put up again, he said, there 
would probably be changes in the gen- 
eral plans. Mr. Small said that, owing 
to the necessity for cars, it was pos- 
sible that orders would have to be 
given to other factories for them. Super- 
intendent Small, in speaking of the 
probable loss by the fire, said that, at 
a rough estimate, it could be placed at 
$200,000. He did not think it would ex- 
ceed that amount.

Arrival of the City of Topeka from 
Alaska. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Nov. 7. 
—The City of Topeka arrived tonight 
from Alaska, bringing 124 passengers.

TERESA’S PASSING.

Ensign Summers Tells the Plan of 
Rescue by Wigwag Signals and 
Its Magnificent Exccution. 


TERRIFIC GALE AND WILD SEA. 


HUNDRED AND TWELVE LIVES 


SAVED IN FOUR HOURS, 


Dauntless Intrepidity of the Wreck. 
ers—Oil Quicted the Waters—Last 
Salute to the Defiant Stars 
and Stripes. 


[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


FORTRESS MONROE (Va.,) Nov. 7. 
—Ensign James C. Summers, who was 


officer of the deck of the Vulcan when 


the Maria Teresa was abandoned, de- 
scribed the scene thus: 

“The gale in which the Teresa was 
lost began with a fierce squall five min- 
utes before 1 o’clock on the morning of 
November 1. Wind and sea rose at 1 
o’clock. From the Teresa’s bridge came 
the wigwag signal by lamp: ‘Signal 
Merritt to steer to windward.’ The 
Merritt“at once changed her course to 

orth-northeast. It had been north, To 
us the fact that the Teresa must be 
kept-head to sea was in itself ominous. 
Signals were made to us by wigwag 
flag from the Teresa. We repeated 
them to the Merritt or Leonidas. ~“ 

“At noon, the gale had increased in 
violence and all three vessels labored 
heavily in the sea. The Teresa, plung- 
ing deeply, took much water on board 
over the bows and often when reeling 
she shipped seas amidships. Her star- 
board engine only was being used. It 
was turning thirty-eight revolutions 
when last reported. The forward wreck- 
ing pump was sending out a large 
stream over the port bow. At 12:10 
o’clock the Leonidas, then fully a mile 
ahead, was signaled, ‘Do not go so far 
ahead.’ Thirty minutes - later the 
Teresa signaled: ‘Can Merritt run to 
Watling’s Island safely?’ The Merritt 
answered ‘no’ promptly. This was the 
first intimation of the real danger at 
hand. Almost simultaneously with the 
Merritt’s next signal, ‘Give your or- 
ders,’ came this from the Teresa: ‘Tell 
Merritt to cast off and come within 
hail. This was done and her crew 
hauled in the 100 fathoms of hawser on 
the way to assist the Teresa. The lat- 
ter then signaled, ‘We shall abandon 
ship. Tell Leonidas stand by us to 
windward. Do not cast off our lines.’ 
The Vulcan answered, ‘We will hold 
on until the last and use oil,’ to which 
the Teresa replied, ‘Many thanks.’ 
“The Vulcan’s commander, Lieuten- 

ent-Commander P. Blow, immediately 
planned the Vulcan’s part in the 
scheme of rescue. Being almost sure 
that the Teresa’s 
would be kept working until the last, 
{it was decided to hold on to the haw- 
ser, thereby giving the Teresa sufficient 
steering gear to enable her helmsman 
to keep the heavy sea on her starboard 
bow, and still be to leeward of the Vul- 
can, enabling the latter to use oil to ad- 
vantage when the rescuigg in boats 
began. From the first the heavy labor- 
ing of the Teresa gave the impression 
that she would founder suddenly, and 
that all her people would be overboard 
at any moment, either swimming or 
drowning before our eyes. 

“Assistant Paymaster Robert H. 
' Woods, U.S.N., was detailed to note 
the time that each signal was sent and 
repeated. -Oil was the first requisite. 
Mechezni¢s passed it up in buckets from 
the hold; those on. deck filled small 
bags with it.- The effect was immedi- 
‘ate in smoothing the very heavy seas 
‘near. the wreck. Rubber life belts 
were brought on deck and filled with 
air, ready. to throw to men in the 
water.. A bow line was made in every 
rope’s end by which the men could be 
hauled out of the sea. : 

“If the ship had foundered before 
her people were taken off, it was the 
commanding officers’ intention, after 
cutting the hawser, to place his. vessel 
leeward and then work up to windward 
of the men in the ship and pick them 
up. ‘Half the charges were extricated 
from some 6-pounder shells, and they 

were fitted over the ends /fof oars, to 
which small lines were attached. These 
were to have been fired from the guns 
across the spot where the men might 
have been seen in the water. 

“After the Teresa began to fill it be- 
came impossible for the Vulcan to keep 
her head to windward, but being prac- 
tically waterlogged she made an excel- 
lent breakwater for the boats, even 
after she fell off into the trough of the 
sea. Directed by Lieut. Gilmer, the 
crew and engineers’ force equipped two 
‘lifeboats with oars, life-preservers and 
oil bags. They were launched from 
the top of the deckhouse, and by means 
of long lines were veered astern in the 
hope that they would reach the Teresa, 
but the heavy sea carried them far to 
windward, they fouled the hawser, and 
were finally cat adrift. At 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon the Merritt, just astern 
of the Teresa, came up under her lee 
just in time to take off the first boat- 
load of rescued persons. The wreckers 
and: volunteers from the naval vessels 
had succeeded in lowering one of the 
¢wo surfboats hanging from davits on 
the Teresa’s port side. Pulling quickly 
clear of the ship’s side, the boat’s crew, 
composed of the wrecker’s men, went 
about saving the people in a system- 
atic way. 

“There was less than four hours of 
daylight left in which to rescue 112 
persons, including eighteen Cuban coal- 
passers, and such a sea was running as 
would have daunted any lifeboat crew. 
To have attempted to go near enough 
to the ship’s side to let her people 
climb down or drop into the boats 
meant certain destruction to the res- 
cuing party. So while. the boat was 
towed by its painter from the gship’s 
lee quarter, and was kept close by, the 
two men at the oars and by the steers- 
man in the stern, another line was 
used to send down the men from the 
ship. .Each man slung in the center of 
this rope was hauled through the 
water. in most cases to the boat, and 
then tumbled in over. the bow. It was 
a slow but safe process, as the result 
proved, for by 5 o’clock every man, so 
far as we could see, was safe on board 
the Merritt. 

“The force of the gale and heicht of 
¢he sea may be best understood by the 
fact that although only 230 fathoms of 
hawser separated the Teresa from the 


Vulcan. the watchers on the latter ves-- 


sel, owing to the heavy seas. driving 
rain and spray, were only able to see 
the boats of the rescuing party at long 
intervals when they came out éf the 
trough of the sea. The Merritt, herself. 


although a splendid boat, was: buried 


in the trough of the sea at times so 
that only the énds of her mastheads 
.were visible. The first boat loaded 
made in all four round trips between 
the Teresa and the Merritt,’ the second 
made three trips, so that to rescue all 
hands the boats had to make the pas- 
sage throueh the heavy combing sens 
fourteen times. and right gallantly 
those brave fellows accomplished the 
work. Lucky, indeed, was it for those 
rescued, that the boats were manned 
by past masters at the oar and helm. 
“For two hours men with axes under

had been stationed aft, ready to cut 
away at a moment’s notice the lines 
that held the hawser in case the Te- 
resa should founder during the trans- 
fer of her men. Every Vulcan man 
watched the great ship with an anxious 
eye as she plunged ‘forecastle head un- 
der’ the head seas clear to the turret, 
coming out again with the water 
streaming from her hawser pipes and 
showing the heel of her ram above the 
next big sea. Forty-four shipmates of 
theirs were on board the doomed ves- 
sel, and it was yet a question whether 
their rescue could be effected before 
dark. 

“Heavy rain squalls beat the sea 
down a little at this time, but the wind 
blew harder than ever. Struggling for 
a foothold on the Teresa’s_ rickety 
bridge, her signal man, Crossette, wig- 
wagged to the Vulcan at 4 
‘Don’t cast off the tow line yet, two 
more boatloads will clear the ship.’ 
We replied ‘all right. Will hold on till 
the last.’ High up on the bridge, sil- 
houetted against the leaden sky and 
bracing himself against the fearful 
rolling of the Teresa as she wallowed 
in the seas, 
wheel. He was alone and probably the 
last person to leave his post, for it was 
not until the final boat was receiving 
its auota of men that he lashed the 
wheel. came down the bridge ladder 
and went aft to leave the ship. 

“It was not until eleven minutes past 
five. when Lieut. Blow and his officers 
were certain that the last boat load 
had been ¢aken off, that the order was 
given to cut away. Two blows of an 
ax severed the lines and as the links of 


the chain bridle rattled out through 


the stern chocks, the Vulcan's crew, led 
by Chief Engineer Gardiner Crims,

a salute to the Stars and Stripes flying 
as if in defiance of the elements at the 
Teresa’s jackyard, and also the brav- 
ery of the Merritt’s men who had made 
such a gallant rescue of their ship- 
mates. Twenty minutes later it was 
so dark that the Teresa was only a 
black speck against the horizon, and at 
6 o’clock nothing but the lights on the 
Merritt and Leonidas could be seen, 
while the gale howled and the sea rose 
higher than ever.”

Los Angeles in early days was usually 
spoken of as the “Pueblo,” and this 
name clung to it long after it became 
a.city. He gave a brief account of the 
founding of the pueblo by Gov. Felipe 
de Neve, September 4, 1781. He traced 
its growth and development through its 
successive stages, and gave an account 
of the Indian troubles of its early days. 
The Indian village from which the 
gentiles sallied forth, “‘thowling like 
wolves,” to greet Gov. Portala’s expe- 
dition was located near where First 
street crosses the river. Its Indian 
name was Yangna. It existed down 
almost to the time of the American 
occupation, but it had lost its Indian 
name. It was known as the Pueblito, or 
the Little Pueblo. It became so no- 
torious for crime and debauchery that 
the Town Council finally removed the 
Indians to a new location across the 
river. The Americans, after the con- 
quest, settled the Indian question by 
exterminating the Indians. 


PREACHER SWALLOWS POISON. 


Rev. R. E. Howell Commits Suicide 
Under Strange Conditions.

OLATHE (Kan.,) Nov. 7.—Rev. R. 
E. Howell, a traveling evangelist, 
committed suicide here today, taking 
carbolic acid. The suicide followed a

Mrs. Henderson eloped from Colum- 
bus with the evangelist last spring, but 
she has since returned and been for- 
given by her husband. When Howell 
intruded upon them today a violent 
quarrel between the men followed, in 
which the woman took the part of her 


husband. This fact caused the preach- 
er’s self-destruction.

ALL BET ON GAGE, 


REPUBLICAN VICTORY FORE- 
CAST BY BIG ODDS. 


Democratic Money Scarce and Timid 
and Few Large Wagers 
Made. 


OVATION TO THE: CANDIDATE. 


LOS ANGELES NOMINEE FOR GOvV- 
ERNOR HARTILY CHEERED. 


Fusion Leaders Talk Confidently, 
but Tremble Inwardly, While 
Sound Money Men Are Con- _ 
vinced Victory is Theirs. 


If betting on the election, or the 
money ready to bet, which will never 
be taken, is any criterion of the out- 
come of today’s contest at the polls, 
there will be a landslide for Henry T. 
Gage and the Republican ticket, which, 
sweeping down from the summits of 
the Sierra Nevadas and the Coast 
range, will pick up Maguire in the val- 
ley and carry him into oblivion. 

While there was not a great deal of 
betting in Los Angeles, in public, at 
least, it was not the fault of the Gage 
backers. They had money and to 
spare, and offered it freely, but there 
were few takers. Spring street in the 
localities where betting men generally 
congregate at election times, presented 
a lively appearance up to a late hour 
last evening. At the Hollenbeck, Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike gath- 
ered and talked excitedly over the odds 
which were posted on a blackboard. 
The, odds in favor of Gage’s carrying 
the State varied from $100 to $60 up to 
$100 to $75. In larger amounts better 
odds were given to the backers of Ma- 
guire, but few were willing to stake 
much on his chances to win. : 

One bet was made at the Hollenbeck 
cigar stand early in the evening of 
$1000 to $500 on Gage. This was the 
lasgest bet made there during the day. 
The money had just been put up when 
a wild-eyed man with a roll of bills 
and some gold rushed up to the stand 
and offered $300 even on Maguire. 
Takers galore rushed toward him, and 
he was nearly crushed by the eager 
backers of the Los Angeles candidate. 
A count of his money showed that he 
was $2 short of the $300. He ran across 
the street to get the necessary balance, 
but never came back ° 

Several small bets were made at the 
Nadeau Hotel, and several of $60 to 
$100 on Maguire. Only one large bet 
was made there, and that was one 
similar to that made at the Hollenbeck 
early in the evening. The Democrats 
talked freely of their confidence in 
winning the election, and expressed a 
willingness to bet, but claimed a 
shortage of funds whenever Repub- 
lican money was offered. 

Bets of $100 to $75 on Gage were made 
at Barman’s: cigar stand, and many 
small wagers were made there and at 
other places, even money being put 
up. These however, were only in 


/Small amounts of $2 or $3. A rumor 


‘was current that a man had offered to 
bet $500 even money on Maguire in 
the rooms of the Columbia Club. No 
such person could be found, however, 


eB clu knew of the 


little over $6000 was wagered at 
the Hollenbeck altogether. wear other 
places furnished takers for more than 
a few hundred. Among the bets made 
at the Hollenbeck were $100 even that 
Waters would get 1000 majority, $100 
even that Gage would get 2500 majority 
in Los Angeles county, and $200 to $125 
that Waters would be elected. 

Aside from the crowds who were en- 
Razed in betting and discussing the 
odds there were crowds on nearly ev- 
erv corner discussing the candidates 
and their chances. The fusionists held 
their final rally at the Wigwam, but 
the enthusiasm elsewhere was all Re- 
publican. Candidate Gage visited the 
Republican headquarters in the Hol- 
lenbeck about 9 o’clock' and was given 
a rousing welcome. He was. cheered 
and overwhelmed with complimentary 
telegrams and forecasts of big majori- 
ties from various districts in both 
Southern and Northern California. 
From the Hollenbeck he went to the 
Columbia Club rooms and was given 
an ovation which was almost. over- 
whelming. Hundreds of eager constit- 
uents who crowded the rooms reached 
for his hand and when the Republican 
candidate started for home shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock both hands were nearly 
limo from the apparently never-end- 
ing shakes given them. - 

At the Republican headquarters in 
the Hollenbeck there was a busy scene 
during the evening. All those who 
visited the rooms spoke confidently of 
the outcome of today’s election, and 
their words carried the rine of convic- 
tion. Chairman Bradner W. Lee said: 

‘“‘We are all ready for tomorrow now. 
I feel confident that the Republican 
ticket will have a majority of 2500 in 
the countv and that the vote will show

CHEAP FOOD. 
Prisoners at the City Jail Have Good 


That the prisoners at the City Jail 
are served with clean, nutritious food 
is apparent by a glance in the jail 
dining-room while the men are at 
Supper. At night each person receives 
an extra large bowl of vegetable soup, 
made from fresh, clean beef and thick- 
ened with vegetables, boiled and roast 
beef, boiled potatoes, coffee and plenty 
of good, fresh bread. In the morning 
the bill of fare consists of coffee, bread, 
potatoes and hash; at noon, coffee, 
bread, beans and stew. The kitchen is 
a model of neatness, not a speck of 


.dirt or suggestion of offensive odor 


being noticeable. At one time the 
meals for prisoners were taken into 
the jail from a restaurant, each meal 
costing the city 12% cents, but Chief 
of Policé Glass abolished that system. 
The advantage of having the meals 
prepared at the jail is twofold; the 
men get better and more food, and 
the cost to the city is greatly lessened. 
For instance, during the month of Oc- 
tover 5610 meals were served at the 
City Jail, at a cost of $208.37. Under 
the previous system the cw%st to the 
city would have been $701.25. 

Under Jailer Cicotte’s discipline the 
entire jail is kept in good sanitary 
condition, even the tanks, occupied by 
the veriest hobos being free from the 
odors which one naturally associates 
with that class of prisoners.

SUPREME COURT BLAST. 


SMALL ARMY OF WORKMEN IS RE- 
MOVING THE RUINS.

Investigation Seems to Fix the Re- 
‘sponsibility for the Explosion on 
Escaping Gas — Comparatively 
Few Documents Destroyed, bat 
These Were Valuable. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The big 
Capitol building was the. scene of 
wreck and desolation today, follow- 
ing the explosion and fire which 
wrought such serious havoc last night. 
The engines and fireman had gone, and 
in their place a small army of work- 
men was carrying off the débris of 
brick and mortar, charred woodwork, 
soaked and half-burned official papers 
and documents, which had been heaped 
in confusion in the basement and sub- 
basement under the quarters occupied 
by the United States Supreme Court. 
An examination. of the courtroom 
showed that the damage was confined 
to discolored walls and ceilings, and 
soaked carpets. No substantial dam- 
age had been done. The bench oc- 
cupied by the justices was uninjured, 
and even the briefs and papers left 
by some of the justices under paper 
weights remained undisturbed. 

But while the fire had made no 
progress here, some smoke and water 
had left this chamber, which has long 
been regarded as a model of classic 
beauty, in sorry condition. The win- 
dows and sashes of the old colonial 
windows, flanking the bench, are in 
ruins. The frescoed ceiling, which re- 
cently had been done over, are blurred 
and spotted, the carpets and draperies 
are soaked, while the whole chamber 
has the damp, soaked aspect usually 
following a fire. The personal effects 
of the justices, robes, etc., were found 
to be uninjured. The main loss of the 
court Was in the marshal’s office and 
in the storage , room, where valuable 
old records are kept. The extent of 
this last loss is not yet exactly de- 
termined, but the court officials expect 
to make a critical examination during 
the day. 

Sergeant-at-Arms Bright of the Sen- 
ate was busy this morning making tem- 
porary provision for the sessions of 
the court. Fhe room of Senator Mc- 
Millan’s Committee on the District 
of Columbia was hastily prepared, with 
a bench and seat for the justices, and 
a dozen rows of seats for attorneys 
and spectators. The quarters are 
rather cramped, and the Chief Jus- 
tice and five justices will have to sit 
on one side of a long oak table. 

Architect Clark of the Capitol is 
advanced in age, and is very feeble, 
so that the active work of investigat- 
ing the cause of explosion and of clear- 
ing away the wreckage is in the hands 
of the Assistant Architect of the Cap- 
itol, Mr. Wood. 

“IT have made a preliminary exam- 
ination,” Wood said today, “and I 
am not yet ready to say what caused 
the explosion. I find the main at- 
tention is being given to the gas sup- 
ply. I find that general damage sus- 
tained by the building is not as se- 
rious as at first supposed. The heavy 
foundations to the ‘building do not 
appear to be disturbed, and the walls 
blown down are confined to the thin 
encircling walls covering jthe steam 

es, etc. 

ONO heavy sustaining arches or pil- 
lars have given way so far as I can 
find. 1 will make a fuller examination, 
with better light later, to make certain 
on these points. For the present it 
does not seem that a rebuilding of any 
part of the Capitol will be necessary. 
The work will be that of repairing, and 
I hope we can finish this by the time 
Congress convenes. We have a small 
balance for this, but in any event the 
work will be done.” 

An examination of the meter-room, 
where the gas supplied to the Capitol 
is measured, showed-that the big meter 
had been biown to pieces. This satis- 
fied most of the Capitol officers that a 
gas explosion was responsible for the 
damage, but they would not express 
this view openly until an official in- 
quiry had been made. 

Several Supreme Court Justices made 
a visit to the scene during the fore- 
noon. Chief Justice Fuller and Justice 
Harlan walked through the various 
apartments guided by a man with a 
lantern. While they looked at the scene 
of destruction with manifest interest, 
they made no remarks. They spent 
somewhat more time in the courtroom 
than elsewhere. They found the up- 
holstery and the court’s new $4900 car- 
pet greatly injured, but the two court 
clocks were ticking away as regularly 
and as dignified as ever. The busts of 
former Chief Justices, which line the 
walls of the old chamber, were also 
uninjured, and this appeared to be a 
source of much gratification to the 
Chief Justice and his companions. 

They found nothing but ruin and 
desolation in Marshal Wright's office. 
The room was completely gutted. No 
furniture escaped, and the walls of the 
room are as black as night, the effects 
of smoke and fire and water combined. 
While this damage was regretted, it 
was not considered irreparable. 

The. only damage that cannot be 
made good, was done in the file-room 
of the Supreme Court in the basement, 
where were stored all the officie: rec- 
ords and the original copies of opinions 
from the foundation of the government. 
All these opinions have been printed, 
but the original manuscript was highly 
valued. 

This room was almost over the scene 
of the explosion, and it was one of 
the first compartments of the Capitol 


to be attacked. The documents here 


were stored away in an orderly manner 
in wooden cases, and none of them had 
anv other protection, except the records 
of the court from 1792 to 1832, which wete 
cased in tin boxes. The flames ap- 
pear to have completely enveloped ‘this 
room, but they were only sufficiently in- 
tense to badly char all the woodwork 
and many of the documents. 
Comparatively few of the papers 
were absolutely destroyed, but those 
Which suffered this fate were among 
the most valuable in this room. They 
included the original opinions of. the 
court in the early days of the repub- 
lic, and among them were many manu- 
scripts prepared in the handwriting of 
the jurists of the days of Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and Adams. There were 
in the list many. opinions in manu- 
script written by Marshall, Story and 
Samuel Chase, Bushrod, Washington 
and others of the justices of the period 
between 1790 and 1830, and therefore 
prized as relics of the early days of 
the court. They also were occasionally 
referred to, to settle disputed points 
concerning words or punctuation 
marks. These papers were stored un- 
der the arch of the room, and seem 
to have been completely consumed. On 
the other hand, the official records 
of the court, proceedings covering the 
same period, appear to have been pre- 
served, and are probably in good con- 


dition. . These were encased in tin 
boxes, and these in turn in wooden 
cases. The debris is in such disorder 


as to have rendered it..impossible to 
open the wooden doors up to noon to- 
day, but these doors were not pene- 
trated at any place, hence the belief 
that the records themselves are ine 
tact. 

Many of the more modern docu- 
ments, including letters and opinions of 
recent date, were also so badly burned 
that it will be impossible to restore 
them, but none of these appear to 
have suffered such complete demolition 
as befell the early opinions. No docu-

EXPLAINING A CRACK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A_ report 
was current during the morning that 
the west central wall of the Capitol 
was cracked as a result of the explo- 
sion. Architect Wood made a careful 
examination, 
which had aroused _ suspicions. It 
proved, however, to be in the outer or 
veneer wall, and not in the six-foot 
foundation wall on the west side. This 
main wall has stood over 100 years, and 
is still in fairly good condition. When 
additions were made, a veneer wall, 
about ten inches thick, was added out- 
side. The explosion last night blew 
out a heavy stone door-frame in the 
outer wall, and this in turn loosened 
several stones of the veneer wall. 

Wood is satisfied that the main wall 
has not been disturbed. His attention 
was. called to a crack in the main 
wall, but this he recalled as a well- 
known old crack which had existed for 
years. Wood said it is not surprising 
that a wall which has stood a century 
should have some cracks, which do not, 
however, impair its general security. 
He thinks this crack may have come 
from the expansion resulting from the 
burning of the Capitol by the British. 
in 1814. 

The library of the Supreme Court, 
which, next to the Congressional Li- 
brary, is the most valuable collection 
of books in Washington, escaped with 
little damage, although it was in the 
very center of the disturbance, the 
wrecked elevator shaft and upheaved 
floor stones being at the lib  en- 
trance. It is estimated that the Ioss in 
the library will he covered by $1500.

TYRANNY IN GERMANY. 
While some of the barbarous coun- 


tries of the world have been making 


strikes during the past few years, in 
the direction of: liberty and civiliza- 
tion, it appears that some European 
nations have entered upon a retro- 
grade movement, and are drifting 
back toward despotism. ~-This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in Germany, 
where the liberty of the subject ap- 
pears to be even less regarded than it 
is in Russia. Scarcely a week pasees 
without bringing reports of the arrest 
and imprisonment of German editors 
for what we should consider trifling 
criticisms of the sovereign. Then, 
again, brutal attacks by army officers 
on unarmed civilians, or upon subor- 
dinates, “are shockingly — prevalent, 
while the punishment visited upon 
such violators of the law, when they 


‘happen to belong to this privileged 


clas# is absurdly inadequate. The 
Prussian officer who ran a man 
through the body in a café, because 
he happened to jostle him accidently, 
was condemned to two years’ im- 
prisonment, and was released by or- 
der of the Emperor after having been 
in. prison only six months. 

Last week's dispatches from Ger- 
many told of two heavy terms of im- 
prisonment dealt to two editors of 
German papers, who had ventured to 
mildly satirize the great “war lord.” 
They also told of the brutal and in- 
excusable assault by a German officer 
on an unfortunate sergeant; a veteran 
of the Franco-German war, who sub- 
sequently died from the results of his 
injuries. The dispatches also told of 
a number of convictions for “lese 
majeste.” Among others, a girl of 
nineteen sentenced to two 
mouths’ imprisonment in jail for 


peror which was exposed in a store 
window, and a girl of seventeen was 
Sentenced to six montls in jail be- 
cause, in the presence of another girl, 
she tore down a portrait of the Em- 
peror from the walls of her own room. 
‘It is a frequent subject of surprise 
to outsiders that so intelligent and 
progressive a people as the Germans 
should be content to sit down and 
submit to such outrageous tyranny as 
this on the part of an_ erratic 
young man who imagines himself 
the vice-regent of the Almighty. The 
fact is that respect for the sovereign 
is so carefully and thoroughly instilled 
into the juvenile mind of Germany 
that it becomes a second nature. Chil- 
dren are taught that the personality 
of the sovereign and the honor of the 
Fatherland are indissolubly connected, 
and it is hard for them to break loose 
from this idea, There is, however, a 
change impending in Germany. The 
growth of the socialist sentiment in 
that country has been astonishing 
during the past ‘few years. The Ger- 
mans are not quick to move, but when 
they do the movement resembles that 
of an avalanche. It.may not be many 
years before we shall see established 
the third great republic of modern 
times, the United States and Switzer- 
land being the other two, for France 
and the South American countries are 
republics only in name. When Ger- 
many throws off the yoke of imperial- 
ism, it will be a republic in fact.

When the message from the 
Mayor was. read, Mr. Toll suggested 
that inasmuch as the same matter was 
covered in the ordinance that the City 
Attorney had presented, it would only 
be necessary to consider that ordinance 
in order to dispose of the entire sub- 
ject. He therefore moved that the or-’ 
dinance be read and- placed upon its 
passage. The motion prevailed and the 
ordinance was read. It provided for an 
increase in the salaries of Mr. Thomas 
and Mr. King to date from the be- 
ginning of the present fiscal year. As 
soon as it was read Mr. Nickell moved 
that the ordinance be so amended as 
to include the chief deputy in the City 
Clerk's office and to make his salary 
$100 per month, inStead of $90. -That 
such an increase was just, owing to the 
work done by Chief Deputy Haskins, 
Was. admitted by all members of the 
Council, Mr. Haskins being considered 
one of the most capable 4mployés of 
the city in any department. It seems 
that at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, or a prior year, there had been 
an implied rule that the heads of all 
departments should receive the same 
salaries, $90 per month, and this in- 
crease in the salary of the chief deputy 
Clerk woul@ be a departure from that 
System, however much the increase was 
deserved.

occomplished when the grand jury is 
discharged. He drew their attention. to 
the fact that the law bearing upon the 
finding of indictments by the grand 
jury was framed before there was any 
other machinery for proceeding against 
breakers of the law; now, however, 
criminals can be proceeded against 
through the District Attorney—upon 
information—and the court thought 
that the shorter and fairer way. But 
they were reminded that the grand 
jury is a secret inquisition, and when- 
ever a proper case is presented, and the 
court opinioned there were such cases, 
then it would be their duty to diligently 
investigate. 

“Being a secret inquisition,” said the 
court, “all matters that come before 
this grand jury must be kept secret. I 
desire to impress this fact upon you, 
gentlemen, because sometimes one 
picks up the morning paper, and finds 
out more about what the grand jury 
is doing than possibly some of them 
who were present know themselves. At 
least the whole business is aired, and in 
such case someone must have been 
talking that belonged to the grand jury. 
I hope you will feel bound to keep 
secret everything that occurs’ before 
you, for that is the very foundation of 
your make-up.” 

~The court then advised the grand jury 


of their number to act as secretary, as 
upon him would depend in large meas- 
ure, the speedy dispatch of the busi- 
ness brought before them for consider- 
ation. 
“The main part of your work, gen- 
tlemen,” continued the court, “is to in- 
vestigate the various offices of this 
county, and ascertain if the accounts 
in those offices are correct; or if there 
has been any stealing, defalcations, 
carelessness, or improper manner of 
keeping accounts or books. This is a 
very large county, as large as some of 
the eastern States, and there is a vast 
amount of revenue passing through the 
county offices every year, amounting 
into the millions. It is your duty to 
see that everything is as it should be.” 
The court reminded the Grand Jury 
that it would be impossible for them 
to personally. find out-.everything, and 
that they would need to employ ex- 
perts, but that these would be under 
the supervision, direction and control 
of the grand jury. In this connection 
the court admonished the grand jury to 
get through with the work as promptly 
as will be consistent with thoroughness. 
The public business was not to be neg- 
lected, and upon the other hand it was 
not to be lengthened out so as to give 
a job to some person or persons the 
grand jury may have to employ. 
“Tt is your duty to inspect carefully 
the jail or jails of this county,” said 
the court, ‘‘and to see that there is no 
person confined in the County Jail. 
whose case is not prosecuted. The law 
abhors the fact that a citizen shall’ be 
immured in a jail without speedy and 
vigorous prosecution. Therefore the 
law makes it your duty to go down into 
this jail and ascertain who is there, 
what for, and find out if their cases are 
being speedily prosecuted, and if not 
to report them to the court. I don’t 
know of a case, but there may be half 
a dozen, and the judge of a court is 
not likely to know about it. That ap- 
plies to all of the jails of the county, 
including the city jail. It will be also 
your duty in making such examination 
to ascertain if there are any pest holes, 
or places that breed disease, and to see 
if the jails are properly kept. Also to 
inspect all public institutions, such as 
the County Hospital and farm. , 
“It will also devolve upon you to as- 
certain if there is any public officer in 
the county who has been guilty of mal- 
feasance or any wrong doing in his of- 
fice, either city or county, and if you 
find any public officer has been doing 
wrong it becomes your duty to make a 
presentment to this court. 
“You have the right to the advice and 
counsel of the District Attorney at any 
and all times, as well as of the judge 
of this court. The District Attorney 
has the right to be before you, ex- 
amine witnesses, and question them. 
“If you find it necessary to prosecute 
any person criminally upon the advice 
of the- District Attorney or upon his 
request, you have the right to employ 
a shorthand reporter, whose duty it is 
to take down in shorthand the whole 
proceedings and the evidence; and if 
an indictment is found the transcript 
of the evidence may be presented with 
the indictment in the court for the 
benefit of the defendant when he is ar- 
raigned. Neither the District Attorney 
nor the shorthand reporter, nor any 
other person, is allowed to be present 
when you are voting upon any matter. 
It takes twelve of your number to find 
an indictment.” 
In charging the grand jury, Judge 
Smith, as may be noted, warned the 
grand jury against allowing the ex- 
perts employed to go over the books of 
the several county officers to dally over 
their work for the mere satisfaction of 
drawing dawn the $5 per day allowed 
them. Somehow the position of- grand 
jury expert has in this county become 
the synonym for all that is soft and 
easy in getting the maximum of pay 
for the minimum \of work. The law

Fowler, who had been engaged in work 
of various kinds in the several depart- 
ments about the Courthouse, was 
named by Judge Smith as a capable 
and proper person to expert the books 
of the various offices, and the Board of 
Supervisors appointed her to that work. 
The idea in asking Judge Smith to 
ratify, as it were, Mrs. Fowler’s ap- 
pointment was that he might make 
proper recommendation to the grand 
jury and they could begin their ex- 
erting of books just where Mrs. 
Fowler ‘left off. As a matter of fact, 
the grand jury employed more experts 
than ever and remained in session for 
the better part of the year. That ac- 
tion knocked Mrs. Fowler out @s a 
grand-jury expert, but she assists in 
doing clerical work for the Board of 
Supervisors and continues to hold office 
under the guise of a clause in the 
County Government Act, which says 
that every twelve months the Board of 
Supervisors must “audit” the books of 
the various county officers. 


AN IMPORTANT ARBITRATION. | 


J. S. Slauson Selected to Represent 
the Bixby Interests. 

When the late Llewellyn Bixby died 
the affairs of the firm of Flint, Bixby 
& Co. became very much involved, Not 
involved. however, in a financial way, 
but by the differences that existed be- 
tween the remaining parties in interest 
regarding the equitable division of the 
large and valuable interests.

Thomas 
Flint and the late Llewellyn Bixby 
comprised the firm of Flint, Bixby & 
Co. and held equal shares. In now 
closing the partnership to the advan- 
tage of all concerned, Thomas Flint 
names Lewis A. Spitzer of San José 
as arbitrator and J. S. Slauson of Los 
Angeles is named to represent the 
Bixby interest. : 

The indenture is a most voluminous 
document, and in outlining the duties 
of the arbitrators, provides for all kinds 
of contingencies. They are expected to 
carry on and finally complete a full, 
fair and equitable division, apportion- 
ment and‘settlement of the partnership 
business. and will proceed on the hy- 
pothesis that on December 5, 1896, 
neither partner was, on his individual 
account, indebted to the firm or to 

ch other.

The District Attorney Contends That 
an Injunction Won’t Lie. 

By .consent the suit of McBride 
against County Clerk Newlin, the 
Board of Supervisors, et al, to enjoin 
them from making payment for the 


printing of the supplemental register, 


was submitted in Judge York’s depart- 
ment on demurrer by briefs to be filed, 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Hol- 
ton, in filing his brief will depend on 
a case in Yuba county, wherein the 
facts were almost identical with the 
case at bar. It was to enjoin the 
Board of Supervisors from examining, 
auditing or ordering paid a certain 
claim arising out of services rendered 
in the United States courts in certain 
actions pending. The plaintiff alleged 
that he was a resident and taxpayer 
of Yuba county, and that the Board 
of Supervisors had ordered paid from 
the county treasury the sum of $10,- 
000, but the Supreme Court held that 
an injunction would not lie at the in- 
stance of a taxpayer of a county to 
restrain the Board of Supervisors ex- 
amining, auditing or ordering paid 
certain claims, on the ground that the 


same are not proper or valid demands ~ 
The court then. 


against the county. 
held that the presumption was that 
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Sos Angeles Daily Cimes. 


the board would order paid only a legal 
claim, and the plaintiff could: not 
know, or the court. decide in advance, 


that the Supervisors would not re- 
ject the claim; but if it were allowed 
the county and taxpayers had their 
remedy. 

the Supreme Court held 
that Auditor ought not to draw a 
warrant for an illegal demand, and is 
personally responsible if money should 
be illegally paid out; and so, also, in 
the case of the Treasurer. The Dis- 
trict Attorney is also required to look 
out after the affairs of the county, 
and the Supreme Court pointed out 
that it is his duty of his own motion 
to commence suit for moneys illegally 
paid out; and to cap all, the members 
of the Board of Supervisors can be 
held individually responsible. 

In the action thus referred to the 
Supreme Court quoted the case in Lin- 
den and Case as the one establishing 
a precedent for the stand taken, but 
Justice McFarland dissented, contend- 
ing that the Linden and Case opinion 
ought to be reversed.

pleted; making a total mileage be- 
tween Stockton and Bakersfield of 
303.55 miles, in addition to sidetracks 
40.73 miles in length. Also equipment 
sufficient for the present uses of the 
line, comprising 14 engines, 12 passen- 
ger and combination coaches, 516 
freight cars, and 8 other cars. 

“The present connection of this line 
with the city of San Francisco is by 
water from Stockton. An extension of 
about eighty miles is- under construc- 
tion from Stockton to Point Richmond, 
on the northeast side of San Franciscv 
Bay. This railroad has been inspected 
by the chief engineer of the Atchison 
system, who reports as follows: 

“*The constrycted line of road be- 
tween a point three miles west of Bak- 
ersfield ‘and Stockton is in excellent 
condition and capable of handling any 
traffic that could be imposed upen it 
by a transcontinental line. The grades 
are about three-tenths of 1 per cent., 
or about 16 feet to the mile, and the 
alignment is exceptionally good. The 
roadbed and embankments are 16 feet 
wide, with slopes of 1% to 1.. The track 
is laid with steel rails weighing 62% 
pounds to the yard; 17 ties to the rail 
are used, or about 3000 to the mile. 
Servis tie-plates are provided on every 
tie; ties are of redwood, 6in. by 8in. by 
8ft. long; split switches and Ramapo 
stands are used. The station buildings 
and section-houses are. commodiousg, 
and the stvle of architecture is at-° 
tractive. The terminal grounds at all 
the important points are ample for any 
business likely to be offered, and at 
intermediate points sufficient ground 
has been obtained so tnat additional 
sidetracks can be put in as wanted

DEATH OF JOHN J. COOPER.

COMMERCIAL, 
SUGAR SYRUPS SCARCE. It is a 
known fact among merchants that gen- 
wine sugar syrups are very difficult to 
get. In the Philadelphia’ Grocery 
World the reason is explained as fol- 
-lows: 
“It has long been a well-recognized 
tariff principle that a duty paid upon 
raw material imported to be manu- 
‘factured in this country, should be re- 
funded if the manufactured product 
‘was shipped abroad. This is given in 
‘the form of a rebate or drawback. Re- 
garding syrups the government re- 
cently ruled that the drawback on all 
sugar syrups—when made from foreign 
Sugar, as is usually the case—should, 
‘when exported, be as follows: Where 
,the syrup is worth 3 cents a gallon or 
Jess in centrifugals, or manufacturing 
machinery, the drawback, when ex- 
orted, shall be 1% cents a_ gallon. 
{Where it is worth between 3 and 14 
eents a gallon, the drawback shall rep- 
resent half the value. Where the syrup 
is worth more than 14 cents, 7 cents 
per gallon shall be the fixed drawback, 
‘Applied, the figures work out like 
this: On straight sugar syrup worth 
17.cents per gallon the refiners deduct 3 
cents as the cost of running from the 
centrifugals into barrels. This makes 
the value in the centrifugals 14 cents 
per gallon, on which the rebate is 
cents. Seven and 3—cost of barreling— 
make 10, the net cost, as against a sell- 
ing price of 17 cents—profit, about 75 
per cent. By the same process com- 
mon black-strap molasses selling for 10 
cents per gallon in barrels. or about 
7 cents in centrifueals, draws a rebate 
/ of 3% cents per gallon. making the cost: 
6% cents, and the selling price 10 cents. 
“The very large quantity of syrup 
sold makes these profits in the agere- 
gate enormous. It shows how refiners 
have been able to charge such high 
prices on straight sugar syrup. When 
the same syrup is sold in this country 
no rebate is paid, and the profit of the 
dealer is reduced just that much.”

(lis Derision of a Popular Loan.” 
Important Meeting of Citizen’s 
Water Committee—Public Meet- 
ing Called — Stabbing Affray at 
Sierra Madre—Residences Burn. 

‘PASADENA, Nov. 7.—[Regular Correspond- 

ence.] The fusion rally in the Tabernacle this 

evening, addressed by Senator Stephen M. 

White, brought out a large crowd. Judge C. 

¥. Harris presided. Senator White was ina 

gatirical mood, and fis auditors took him 
humorously. He thought the fusion ticket 
peautiful from beginning to end. He exhorted 
everybody to vote for Mr. Barlow for Con- 
gress. ‘I admit that I was opposed to the 
first nomination of Mr. Barlow,’ said he. 

“Perhaps I was prejudiced because he voted 

against me in the Legislature when I was a 

candidate for Senator. [Laughter.] But I 

have watched his course in Congress, and I 

have found him devoted to the interests of 


his constituents. He has served you faith- 


fully, ané can do much more for you than a 
mew man can.’’ The Senator enlarged upon 
the difficulties in the way of a new member 
of Congress, and drew a funny cartoon of Mr. 
Waters trying to get recognition from Speaker 
Reed, in order to make a speech--‘‘ajthough,”’ 
eaid he, “I notice that Mr. Waters has not 
made any speeches since that first one.’’ 
declareé that Mr. Barlow had labored ear- 
nestly for the San Pedro Harbor appropria- 
“TI see,’’ said he, “that Mr. Mc lan 
of this ae in a recent speech, asked wat 
‘Senator ite had ever done for California. 
It is true that he acknowledged that I had 
accomplished a little something in connection 
with San Pedro. I might add, perhaps, that 
I was so busy watching him, on the harbor 
business, that I had no time to do anything 
else!’’ [Laughter.] Senator White said the 
real issue of this campaign is whether the 
affairs of the State shall be handed over to 
the Southern Pacific management. He briefly 
discussed national questions, and derided the 
idea of a ‘“‘popular bond issue.’’ ‘‘Oh, yes,’’ 
said he, “poor men give their children those 
bonds to play with; their wives use them for 
holders to lift the teakettle from the stove; 
and way up in the mountains, the miners 

aste them over the chinks in their cabin 

alls, to keep out the wind!’’ He claimed 
that the Republican policy was to let the rich 
corporations escape, while the Democratio 
idea was to distribute the burdens of taxation 
equally. He did not allude to the single-tax 
theory of Mr. M re. 

C. F. Edson, candidate for the Legislature, 
followed Senator White. He dilated upon his 
hobby that ‘“‘Bryan Democracy is the same 
thing as Lincoln Republicanism.” 

A PUBLIO WATER MEETING. 

A largely-attended and enthusiastic meeting 
of the Water Committee and City Council 
was held this evening. All the City Trusfees 
and nine members of the Citizens’ Committee 
‘were present. It was yoted to call a meet- 
ing of citizens at the Auditorium next Friday 
evening at 7:30 o’clock, and to present at that 
time a report of what the committee has ac- 
complished for municipal ownership of water. 

Mayor Patten was present tonight and was 
interrogated with regard to his connection 
with the San Pasqual Water Company. He 
said that was an association of business men 
for the purpose of legitimately making money 
out of the sale of water. It was @ matter of 
4ndifference to them, he said, whether the 
city or the old companies bought their water 
or not, as they knew they could sell it. He 
denied emphatically the reports that the old 
companies had closed a deal with the San 
Pasqual corporation. No contracts have been 
made, he gaid. He declared that he was still 
in fayor of municipal ownership, and he did 
not think favorably of the proposition that 
the city should make a time-limit contract 
with the San Pasqual Company. He did not 
see any impropriety in a City Trustee or 
Mayor taking stock in a private water com- 
pany, while the city was struggling for muni- 
cipal control of the water supply.

QUAINT INDIAN CEREMONY. 


BD. H. Davis of Mesa Grande writes a good 
account of an Indian graveyard illumina- 
tion at that reservation, which is quite dis- 
tinct from the usual Indian rites. The old 
burying-ground there is full, and running 
over. Graves are filled with three or four 
coffins each, so that the last coffin at times 
is covered with only a chin shell of earth. 
The Indians still use the place. however, it 
having sacred association to them. “Yearly 
they go and illuminate it. 

About an hour after sundown the other 
day they formed a procession, with the 
women leading, all carrying lighted candles. 
The women gave a low, mournful chant, 
sometimes rising into a wail. One old 
crone, acting as priestess of the rude but 
earnest ceremonies, spoke in the Dieguefio 
tongue, after which the candles were placed 
at the head and foot of the graves. Four 
candles were placed at each, transforming 
the barren place into one of light and 
wierd shadows. 

_The women, girls and old men then 
gathered in the center of the plot, kneeling 
at a great cross, and uttering prayers, in 
which shreds of old Latin sentences, handed 
down from old mission days, could be de- 
tected. This praying was continued for two 
hours, when the lights were left burning 
and, the people dispersed, the young ones 
going to the schoolhouse for a dance, after 
the white-people’s fashion, and the old peo- 

le going to a bonfire, where the old men 

anced in the custom of their forefathers.

SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 7.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Judge Campbell handed down 
an opinion today in the case of P. A. Demens 
vs. Emil Firth, awarding the plaintiff the sum 
of $375, with interest and costs. On June 12, 
1897, the parties to the suit entered into a 
written contract, whereby Firth leased from 
Demens the Brunswick Hotel, in Minneapolis, 
for a year, at $375 per month. Firth couldn’t 
make the hotel pay, and at the end of a 
month he quit. This necessitated Demens 
assuming the management of the property.. 
He brought suit against Firth to enforce the 
payment of the rent for a full year, as pro- 
vided in the leage; and for damages. Whether 
or not there was a surrender of the term was 
the question involved, and Ju@ze Campbell 
concludes that by reason of taking possession 
of the premises, the plaintiff put an end to 
the contract and discharged the defendant 
from payment of his rent. Judgment is ren- 
dered ‘for the plaintiff for the amount of one 
month's rent, the period the defendant was 
in actual possession of the premises:

NEW DESPERADO GETTING A REP- 
UTATION. 


——— 


Ex-Officer of the Army Found De- 


mented on the Prairie — Big 
Placer Machine at San Pedro, 
General News Notes. 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Nov. 1— 
(Regular Correspondence.] ‘“‘Red”’ Pip- 
kin, wha has succeeded ‘‘Broncho Bill” 
as the boss of Eagle Creek, some days 
ago made the ranch of E. E. Burdick, 
on the upper Gila River, a short visit.. 
Pipkin was accompanied by a con- 
federate and each led a pack horse. 
When they appeared at the Burdick 
ranch, which is located in New Mex- 
ico, they were invited to stay for din- 
ner, which they were not slow to do. 
At the conclusion of the meal the two 
outlaws proceeded to hold up the two 


‘men stopping at the ranch, and break- 


ing into the provision room, helped 
themselves indiscriminately. The pro- 
visions and clothing that they thus se- 
cured were loaded on the pack animals, 
and after compelling the ranchmen to 
go with them about a quarter of a 
mile from the buildings, the despera- 
does made their escape. 

Geronimo Parra, a noted border out- 
law, has been located in the peniten- 
tiary at Santa Fé, where he will con- 
clude a long-term sentence November 
9, for crimes committed in New Mexico. 
He will be arrested on that date for 
the murder of Charles Fusselman, a 
sergeant of the Texas rangers, who was 
killed about ten years ago. Thestory 
goes that a rancher named Burns, liv- 
ing twelve miles north of El Paso, had 
several horses stolen by a gang of 
Mexican outlaws, who also took his 
cattle and killed his dog. Reinforced 


‘Burns started out to pursue the rob- 
bers, but they were ambushed in the 
mountains by seven of the outlaws and 
Fusselman fell at the first volley with 
a bullet through his head. The next 
ps a strong posse continued the pur- 
suit and recovered some of the ani- 
mals. One of the theives, who had 
been wounded by Herold, died subse- 
quently at Fort Hancock. 
Capt. Louden Mullin, who has lived 
near Bloomfield on the San Juan River 
for years past, was found re- 
centhy on the prairie near Farmington 
without coat, hat or shoes, evidently 
being in a demented condition. Capt. 
Mullin went to Denver in 1862 and soon 
afterward received an appointment 
from President Lincoln as captain and 
assistant quartermaster. His first as- 
signhment to duty was brigade quarter- 
master in Gen. Curtis’s army in south- 
eastern Missouri, until September, 1863, 
when he was sent to Denver as quar- 
termaster of the military district of 
Colorado. On being mustered out at 
the close of the war he engaged in 
various business enterprises, and in 
1879 was considered wealthy, but the 
boom disappeared and he was left pen- 


lin removed to Pine River, La Plata 
county, Colo., subsequently removing 
to the San Juan, in New Mexica Of 
late years he has had nothing to live 
on excepting his pension of $20 per 
month. He has two sons living in 
Denver. 

A railroad engine ran into a flock of 
2000 sheep near Cerillos and killed nine 
and‘mangled four more. 

A sixty-ton placer machine has just 
been placed in position an the Monte 
Cristo Mining Company’s property near 
San Pedro. The placer machine con- 
sists of an immense dredger to handle 
the gold-bearing gravel, and another 
machine, recently invented, to gather 
the gold. The dredger was built and 
used for canal construction in Chicago, 
and handles earth, rock and gravel at 
the rate of two tons a minute. A long 
arm is driven down into the ground 
and when a lift is made it raises a 
ton of gravel, rock and earth, stripping 
the bedrock to a depth of twenty-eight 
feet. The water to operate the gold 
washer is to be pumped from wells 
into a reservoir 150 feet above the ma- 
chinery, but before the machinery is 
run regularly an additional water sup- 
ply must be secured. A force of about 
fifteen men will be necessary when the 
plant is’ worked to its full capacity. 

H. K. Thurber, who owns a majority 
of the stock of the Roswell Park Fair 
and Improvement Company, has trans- 
ferred his holding to the town caf Ros- 
well. In this generous gift he has been 
joined by the minority stockholders. 
The grounds thus donated have been 
set apart for park purposes and are 
admirably adapted. Mr. Thurber is a 
non-resident and the park will be 
named in his honor. 

The attendance at the Indian school 
at Santa Fé now numbers 250, but 300 
will be admitted before admission is de- 
nied to any of the Indian children.

2121 East Ninth street, alleges that.a 
brutal assault was made Saturday 
afternoon on a woman named Mrs. 
Veta Vienna by a groceryman named 
Sukau, whose place of business is at 
the corner of Ellwood and Ninth 
streets. . 

Petta says that «cn Saturday after- 
noon, while at work in his shop, he 
heard loud talking on the sidewalk and 
went to the door to ascertain the cause. 
He saw Mrs. Vienna and Sukau quar- 
reling and alleges that the man not 
only called the woman, who is in a 
delicate condition, vile names, but also 
kicked her in the abdomen, struck her 
on the face and otherwise abused her. 

Petta further says that he went to 
the office of Deputy Dist.-Atty. Cham- 
bers late Saturday afternoon to secure 
a complaint against Sukau, but as 
Chambers had left his office for the 
day, he waited until yesterday and 
went to the District Attorney’s office 
in the Courthouse, but that when he 
got there he found that Sukau had 
been there before him and had suc- 
ceeded in squaring the matter, as the 
deputy to whom he apphied for a com- 
plaint refused to issue it, claiming that 
the woman had struck Sukau first. 

Deputy Dist.-Atty. Willis, when asked 
last night regarding the matter, said 
that Sukau came up to the office yes- 
terday and denied having treated the 
woman in the brutal manner described 
by Petta. Sukau said that the woman 
started the row and attacked him first; 
that she scratched his face and hit him 
on the head with a rock, and in order 
ta prevent her from doing him further 
violence, he took hold of her hands 
and led her down the steps, she having 
followed him up toa porch. Mr. Willis 
said that Sukau does not look like a 
man who would treat a woman in a 


a brutal manner, and that he brought 


a@ witness to corroborate his statement. 

As to Nicholas Petta, Mr. Willis said 
that when he asked to have the com- 
plaint issued against Sukau, he was 
told that if he would bring witnesses 
other than his own relatives, who 
would swear to the truth of the charge, 
a complaint would be issued, but the 
prosecuting attorney did not feel justi- 
fied in issuing a complaint on such 
flimsy evidence. Petta left, promising 
to return, but did not do so.

GAGE ADDRESSES THE’ LEAGUE. 


Kn. 


TELLS ABOUT HIS RECEPTION 
THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 


Will A. Harris Grows Enthusiastic 
Over the Prospect of an Over- 


whelming Republican Majority 
Today. 


Solid for Gage! That was the senti- 
ment expressed last night at the meet- 
ing of the. Army and Navy Republican 
League. It was the last rally of the 
war veterans before election, and it 
was a rousing one. Elks’ Hall, on 
South Main street, proved inadequate 
to hold the crowd: Many of those who 
joined in the enthusiasm of the meet- 
ing were obliged to remain in the cor- 
ridor, because there was not room in- 
side. 

Gage was present, having returned 
yesterday from his campaign tour. 
When he appeared, a little late, it was 
a signal for a wild outburst of: cheer- 
ing. ‘“‘Hurrah for Henry! three cheers 
for Gage!"’ someone shouted, and they 
were given with a will; nor was the 
tiger forgotten. Gage made a brief talk, 


he expected to be elected. <A Veteran 
in the crowd shouted: ‘You bet you 
will, Henry, if the boys of ’61 have a 
say.) 

The meeting was called to order by 
C. F. Derby. He introduced Capt. Sea- 
mans as chairman of the eyening. Capt. 
Seamans is a member of the league in 
San Francisco, and State commander. 


| He told something—of the work that} 


has been done since the present cam- 
paign began. He said there have been 
fourteen new branches established dur- 
ing the past few weeks, increasing the 
membership of the league by 2000. This 
gives the Army and Navy Republican 
League in this State a membership: 
of over 7000 voters. They-are  pre- 
pared to tHeir vote as a solid 
phalanx for Gage for Governor. Gage 
took the platform and-made a brief 
talk. He said in part: 

“IT take it that the time for speech- 
making for me is over. During the 
last two weeks I have made thirty- 
nine speeches. I have kept every ap- 
pointment made for me by the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee, Three 
times I have traveled from one end of 
the State to the other. 

“From the great demonstrations wit- 
nessed in every locality, -and from the 
opinions of those who are acquainted 
with the situation, and from what I 
have seen myself, I predict the great- 
est Republican victory in the State 
this election that has occurred for 
twenty-five years. I think that is all 
I have to say to you tonight, gentle- 
men.”

“Every place I have gone I have re- 
ceived grateful support from veterans 
of the civil war. An old soldier said 
the other day: ‘You need not talk 
any more to us. We are all in favor 
of the Republican party.

No pension laws favoring old soldiers 
have ever been passed except by the 
Republicans. No pension law in favor 
of old soldiers has ever heen stricken 
off except by the Democrats.’

W. A. Harris. now a staunch Repub- 
lican, formerly a Democrat, whose 
father was an Officer in the Confeder- 
ate army. followed Mr. Gage with an 
enthusiastic speech. He said he sym- 
pathized fully with Mr. Gage in the 
sentiment that there was glory enouzwh 
in the recent war in reéstablishing com- 
plete trust and confidence between the 
people of the North and the South. He 
declared there was no event of the re- 
cent war of which he felt more proud 
than of the valiant conduct of the col- 
ored regiment before Santiago.
